Commodore's Ss 


Reminisences 


. HONG. KONG 


Forty-three years ago, when st thipe 1 
were—sailing—ships,—-young— Cecil 
Brooks, fresh from school boarded 
the good barque “Alexander 
and sailed away from 
Penarth to Rio. “Adventure was in 
his blood and the salt tang of the 
sea in his nostrils. Al the same, 
the adventures and the hardships 
that came his way were enough to 
test .the stoutest heart in the 
toughest youngster. : 

They did not break the heart of 
young Brooks, : 

To-day he is Commander Cecil 
Brooks, R.N.R., D.S.O.,, Commodore 
of the great P. and O. steamship 
fleet. He has cireled the world time 
and again, faced all the perils and 
known all the best moments and the 
worst moments of a sailorman’s life. 

This morning he brought his 
flagship, the ss. Ranchi, into Hong 
Kong for the last time, and in 
February he will say farewell to the 
sea——the capricious, angry, smiling, 

i wable sea which has given 
._ treasure- -troye of mem- 


bea ander Brooks stood with me 

on his \bridge and gazed out over 

the sunjit waters of the Harbour, 

somewhat wistfully, I thought. 
‘Many Changes. 

“There are many changes since I 
first louked across your beautiful 
harbour,” he said, as his keen blue 
eyes wandered to where the proud 
tower of Gloucester Building stood 
white against ‘the dark background 
of the Island. . “Only the sen and 


_ {the sampans stay the same.” 


-“But then, everything must 
change.” he continued. “The old 
must give place to the new. I my- 
self, have seen mahy great changes, 
particularly in shipping.” © 

“I was one of six apprentices who 
joined the “Alexander Lawrence” 
at. Penarth,” he said, “and you may 
be suré it’ was’ quite an adventure 
for’a lad of not quite sixteen, “J 
can’ remember every detail. We 
were all quartered in a steel house 
for’urd. Our beds were planks, and 
smaller’ planks prevented us from 
lying actually against the cold ateel. 
The floor was cement, and our only 
furniture—il served us dining table 
and, everything clse—a sea chest.- 

“It was a pretty hard fight from 
the start, but, as I have since dis- 
coveiud, it was the finest training 
any youth - could -have. Our prin- 
cipal food was salt beef and pork. 
These were placed by the cook .in 
great oak bins, called harness casks, 
on the deck—one each side. From 
the harness casks hunks of. salt 
meat were cut out for us, and I well 
remember that the odour from them 
was well-nigh unbearable.” 

“Bread was rare,.and vegetables 
—except for preserved . potatoes, 
which were foul went in the first 
day or two. 

“Hard biscuits were the staple 
diet. We got a knack of breaking 
them with a really smart. smack 
across the knee. This also served 
to dislodge the weevils, though we 
came to regard them as quite tasty 
after. sailing a month or two with- 
out a change of diet! 

First Adventure.. 

“My first big udventure was when 
I had been. sailing cightecn months. 

‘We were¢homeward -bound in the 
Southern Indian Ocean with 2 cargo 
of jute when one morning | the 
senior. apprentice ‘came running 
along the deck shouting 
‘Fire!’ I was having a nap after. 
watch but .I soon’ turned out and 


{found that fire wad broken’ out in 


the hold... We were days: from land, 
and we had to set about fire fighting 
with a primitive pump and buckets. 
We, cut. the deck’.’ pakt. ‘and 
water ~ down: ‘on. to 
‘|the:\;flames, ° Then -: we. ‘hacked 
open the’ deck. a - little’, further 
forward-and saw the flames “ereep- 
ne ennenatenaivennatai i

ing like a-snake towards the oo 
‘By cutting“our-way_in-front-of-the 
fire a& it progressed we gfadually 
checked it, but it was thirty hours 
before we got it out, : 

“[ shall never forget the spell u 
four hours I had at the. wheel. 
had. to strain my eyes . through 
blinding smoke, ‘which kept blowing 
in my face, and:the flames at times 
almost enveloped me. : 

“It was, well, alarming and not a 
little tiring, 
tough then in spite of the diet, It 
took three months at Mauritius to 
get the good old “Alexander 
Lawrence” in commission again. 

Hurricane Experience. 

“In the same barque I had my 
firat taste of a hurricane. We were 
making from Rio to New York 
when, off Bermuda,’ it began to 
blow. It was late summer, the sea- 
son for hurricanes, and we soon 
had every stitch of canvas down. 

“For three days we scudded be- 
fore the gale with our poles bare. 
That was the only thing to do in 
those days, When it started blow- 
ing really hard, you’ had to let her 
have it, whatever your course, or, if 
the sea was too rough, you had to 
heave-to and bob over the waves, 

“When it blew itself out we set 
about. gefting on our course again. 
It was’ nothing to lose a few days 
here and there.: 

“I remember how proud we were 
of making a voyage to Australia in 
75 days. That was good going 
then. 

“The longest I ever was at | sea 
without seeing another human. soul 
outside the ship was on my last 
voyage in the Alexander. We took 
146 days to sail from North Amer- 
ica round the Horn to Queenstown, 
with a cargo of wheat. At times 


it was blowing a. gale, and at other} - 


there wasn’t. capfyl. We soon got 
rid of practically everything but-the 
salt pork.ond beet and.the biscuits. 
‘We were allowed ‘brand: once a week 
and flour on Sinaays, -‘ The biscuits 
got to the weevil nines and were as 
hard as jron. : 

“Often I spent most of a dirty 
night up in the rigging and there 
was not much about a sailing. ship 
I did not-know by the end of. that 
voyage! wees 

“Stealing for the . stomach was 
regarded’ as honourable amongst us. 
We used to put -on our.sea boots 
and, when the cook was-not looking, 
slip tins of something. into them. 
Those were hard. days, but. every 
one.of them brought . something 
fresh to us boys.” . : 

New. Experiences. 

After three years’ os 
apprentice, - young.

FEW weeks ago (said 
Bailey} I was staying at the 
house of a cousin of mine.
